Oil, gas and other resources — 
potentially worth billions of dol- 
lars—are involved. 


The Supreme Court ruled. that 
Texas and Florida are entitled to 
the lands, minerals and other nat- 
ural resources underlying the Gulf 


sible under the circumstances.

“The law itself says ‘official’,”’

367 Deaths 
On Roads 
Miss Reeord

The death toll from traffic ac- 
cidents across the nation during 
the three-day Memorial Day week- 
end narrowly missed setting a 
record for the holiday. 


The final count was 367. The 
record of 371 traffic deaths was 
counted during the 1958 three-day 
holiday. 


But the over-all toll of 579 
deaths including traffic and those 
resulting from boating, drowning 
and miscellaneous accidents, far 
surpassed the previous Memorial 
weekend record of 504 set in 1947. 


The National Safety Council had 
estimated before the start of the 
holiday at 6 p.m., local time, Fri- 
day that 375 lives would be lost 
in traffic accidents before the hol- 
iday ended at midnight Monday. 


Three separate traffic. crashes 
alone claimed a total of 15 lives 
during the holiday observance. 


The nation’s worst accident oc- 
curred Monday near Cambridge, 
Ohio, when a trailer-truck and a 
passenger car collided head-on 
killing all six occupants of the car. 


A two-car crash Monday night 
near Pottstown, Pa., took the lives 
of four young men and a young 
woman and injured four other per- 
sons.

The subcommittee approved the 
suspension instead of a controver- 
sial bill which would have re- 
quired TV stations to give Presi- 
dential candidates of major par- 
ties eight hour-long intervals of 
free time. 


As approved, the bill would re- 
quire the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission to report next 
March 1 on the effect of the sus- 
pension. 

The law requires broadcasters 
to afford equal time to all candi- 
dates for public office. 

In the past, this has discour- 
aged major networks from allot- 
ing free time to presidential and 
vice presidential candidates be- 
cause of fears they would have 
to give minor party candidates 
equal time.

Milledgeville State Hospital is the 
people’s business. Rep. Culver Kidd, from 
the hospital's home county of Baldwin, is 
the people’s representative as chairman 
of the Senate-House Mental Health com- 
mittee. 

The committee has the duty to inspect 
and report on the hospital as it did last 
week. Its discovery of any faults in facets 
euch as food and laundry should be re- 
ported. The Health department said it 
knew faults remained and that it was 
working on them.

Why, then, did Rep. Kidd’s Thursday 
criticism, couched in fairly mild terms, 
draw from Gov. Vandiver the hot reply 
that Mr. Kidd is unhappy “because he 
can’t control the patronage of every job 
that is given at Milledgeville State Hos- 
pital?” 

Well, one thing that does not meet 
the eye in Rep. Kidd's mild Thursday 
report is the letter he addressed to the 
hospital employes May 10. It was an 
unfriendly letter, smacking of politics, 
inviting complaints and discontent. 

If Mr. Kidd, as the hospital em- 
ployes’ representative, wished to dem- 

onstrate his sympathy with homefolks in 
such a manner, that was his choice, al- 
though for our part we believe the good 
people of Baldwin County and especially 
the hospital employes are more interest- 
ed in the patients than in politics. 

However, when he flatly suggested in 
his letter to the employes that “the poor 
patients and you employes are. in worse 
condition than ever before,” he judged 
before his committee inspected; he mis- 
stated last vear's great reform and he 
hent for the swift kick that the governor 
so ably administered. 

“We are trying to help the patients— 
politicians.” Gov. Vandiver said.

An indictment of Roy Chalker, for- 
mer state parks director, has been ruled 
invalid by Fulton Superior Court Judge 
FE. FE. Andrews because Chalker was not 
allowed to appear before the jury which 
indicted him. 

The judge's interpretation of the law 
ts not questioned. Under Georgia statutes 
state officials do have the privilege of 


appearing, with their attorneys, before 
grand juries considering indictments 
against them. But this “face-your-ac- 
cuser”’ law is confined to state officials 
only. It does not apply to Mr. and Mrs. 
Average Citizen. 

The General Assembly this year re- 
moved this privilege from county of- 
ficiais but preserved it for those at the 


state level. 

The law has been defended as one de- 
signed to protect respect for public office. 

How can a system which exempts a 
public official from the same legal pro- 
cedures as the ordinary citizen protect 
respect for public office? 

Fair-minded Georgia juries do not In- 
dict for spiteful reasons and officials 
who administer their jobs in accord with 
law need fear no_ investigations. 

Then why this special treatment for 
state officials? 

The truth is the law was designed by 
politicians: to protect politicians. It is 
special privilege legislation without le- 
gal or moral foundation. It should be re- 
pealed or the privilege should be granted 
to all.

If renewal finally becomes a reality 
for Atlanta, will redeveloped areas set- 
tle into a pattern of urban ugliness or will 
architectural planning be used in help- 
ing to improve the over-all appearance 
of the city? 

The answer to that, of course, rests 
with the future. But some of the uncer- 
tainty could’ be removed if the planners 
would avail themselves of advice offered 
by the Georgia Chapter, American Insti- 
tute of Architects. The group has made 
its services available for the askjng. to 
the city, Fulton County and the Joint 
Planning Board. 

This assistance is part of the public 
service program of the institute, whose 
members have concerned themselves for a 
number of years with the problems of 
beauty in our cities. They have observed 
how most cities have been built edifice 
upon edifice with little thought or plan- 
ning as to appearance or best use of aes- 
thetic assets of topography, ‘historical and 
scenic areas. 

There has been a lot of criticism that

Atlanta has tod many plans and planners. 
But it is certainly a practical idea to 
adopt an outline for redeveloping areas 
which considers more than the utilitarian 
placement of buildings. 

Architectural planning envisions more 
than the mere design of buildings. Steril- 
ity and ugliness can indeed become the 
pattern unless thought is given now to 
preventing it.

Political Tremors 


Shake U.S. Alliance | 


PARIS—This is a year of earthquakes, both 
From Africa to South 
America the planet has been wracked by tem- 


geological and political. 


blors and with curious simultaneousness the United States eo oma 
System is being convulsed by startling upsets. One by one, estab- 
lished governments from Korea to Turkey to Morocco are overthrown. 


We cannot predict where either 
the geological or the political 
process will cease. But one thing 
is a virtual certainty. The tremors 
crisscrossing Asia between Seoul 
and Ankara will not halt until 
they have engulfed Japan. 

From an American viewpoint 
this is the most serious impli- 


cation of the extraordinary move- ‘ 


ment now wrecking stability in 
sO many nations that have. linked 
their futures with our own. For 
in South Korea, in Morrocco (a 
base but not an ally), and now 
in Turkey there is no sign that 
whatever party eventually gains 
control, there will be any change 
in foreign policy. But should the 
tide sweep Japan It is likely to 
mean that country’s neutraliza- 
tion, 

If a Socialist, anti-American 
coalition manages to séize power 
in Tokyo, we may have to adjust 
our entire Far Eastern stance. 
We might be forced to dismantle 
military installations in the Jap- 
anese islands and would face an 
ugly situation in Okinawa, po- 
tential Cyprus of the Orient. If 
the trend remains undammed, it 
could spread to Formosa and 
oust the Chiang Kai-shek regime, 
shattering our illusion that this 


can some day speak for China. 
Japan’s malaise, which has not 
yet reached its crisis but which 
has already seen a prime minister 
scurrying under police protection, 
is technically similar to the mal- 
aise of South Korea and of Tur- 
key. Morroco is a case apart 
where a newly independent land, 
unable to digest democracy, im- 


' posed royal dictatorship. 


It is too early to forecast what 
eventual role the army will play 
in Seoul, where the trouble start- 
ed, or in Ankara where it is at 
its zenith. We are especially wor- 
ried about military intentions in 
South Korea because of their ef- 
fects not only on the United States 
but all United Nations and be- 
cause they impinge on one of the 
free world’s most sensitive fron- 
tiers. 

There is less reason for con- 
cern in Turkey. Little is yet known 
about this new ‘‘young Turk” 
movement. 

Such is not true in Tokyo. Should 
Kishi prove unable to withstand 
mounting pressures our position 
will indubitably suffer. We may 
in the end have to revise our 
fundamental posture towards 
China,

Atlanta — I want to give credit 
to Police Chief Jenkins, who was 
backed up by Mayor Hartsfield, 
for the orderly way in which the 
student demonstrations have been 
carried out in Atlanta.

stances surrounding” the murder 
case. 


Fortune’s attorney, in remarks 
to the court after the plea had 
been entered, declared that while 
it “‘does not excuse murder,” 
there was ‘“‘sex perversion” in- 
volved in the case and there was 
no way of getting around it. 


Duke had told the jury in his 
opening outline of the case that 
Fortune had stabbed Gresham, 
36, in Gresham's bachelor apart- 
ment at 301 Ardmore 'Cir. to pre- 
vent an act of sexual perversion 
from being committed upon him 
by Gresham. 


However, the state’s fifth wit- 
ness, Atlanta Homicide Det. W. 
K. Perry, insisted that the ‘‘only 
reason” Fortune would give po- 
lice as to why he stabbed Gresh- 
am was that he “wanted to see 
what it was like to kill a man.”’ 


CROSS-EXAMINATION 


In his cross-examination of 
Perry, Duke bore down on whether 
police at the outset of the murder 
pursue the 
angle that sexual perversion was 
involved. 


Perry countered that police did 
not ignore any angle. Duke asked 
if police hadn’t questioned a num- 
ber of homosexuals in investigat- 
ing the murder. Perry answered 
that they “possibly” had. 


Duke then asked if the Carnegie 
Way area, where Perry said For- 
tune told him Gresham picked 
him up in his car, was a known 
hangout for sex deviates. Perry 
said it “‘was at one time.” 

When the attorney tried to get 
him to say whether police had 
learned Gresham himself was a 
sex deviate, Perry answered that 
he didn’t know that “of my own 
knowledge.” 


Besides Perry, the state wit- 
nesses were Ptl. S. A. Best, 
who answered a call to Gresham’s 
apartment and found him dead in 
his blood-soaked bed: Dr. Herman 
D. Jones, director, and Reese R. 
Smith, microanalyst, both of the 
State Crime Laboratory, and Dr. 
Jerry L. Watts. Grady 
intern, who pronounced Gresham 
dead at the murder scene March 
twenty-first 


After the guilty plea had been 
entered, Judge Shaw called in 
the jury and directed that one of 
its number sign a verdict as fore- 
man finding Fortune guilty of 
murder and recommending mercy, 
which resulted in the life sen- 
tence being imposed. 
JUDGE’S STATEMENT 

Judge Shaw said he felt that 
because of the circumstances in 
the case, the life sentence would 
be the end result and that he 
accepted the plea rather than 
have Fortune “perhaps stand the 
risk of being electrocuted.” He 
said he felt this would ‘“‘be too 
severe.” 


Luck said he had looked into 
Fortune’s background, and said 
that because drinking was _in- 
volved in the case, and .because 


of the youth’s background, he 
was recommending the life sen- 
tence. 

Duke said he felt the jury 


should know that Fortune and his 
father, Arthur. Fortune, who came 
here from Pennsylvania to be 
with his son, had been ‘“‘fully in-

Perry also related how Fortune, 
after being arrested March 26, 
first denied the crime and, when 
confronted with the fact that his 
fingerprints were found on a beer 
can in Gresham’s car, said, ‘Well, 
you know I killed him, let’s leave 
it at that.” 


Perry said Fortune signed a 
statement for police in which he 
said Gresham picked him up and 
took him to his apartment for 
some drinks. Perry quoted For- 
tune as saying that after several 
drinks, Gresham took off all his 
clothing except his shorts and 
went to bed. 


Fortune said in that statement, 
Perry said, that Gresham then 
invited him to “come on to bed 
and get some sleep.” That is 
when Fortune went into the kitch- 
en and got the paring knife and 
came back and stabbed Gresham, 
Perry related. 


Other testimony included Dr. 
Jones’ about a stab wound into 
the heart causing Gresham’s 
death and the finding of .17 per 
cent alcohol in Gresham’s blood 
(.15 per cent is sufficient for a 
person to be classified as under 
the influence), and Smith’s testi- 
mony about blood the same type 
as Gresham’s being found on a 
towel.

SEKS EDUCATION GAIN 

The hoped-for minimal pro- 
gram of six years’ training for 
school superintendents must arise 
from the efforts of the practicing 
superintendents themselves, Dr. 
Essex said. He said that the col- 
legiate program in school ad- 
ministration then ‘‘must take on 


the status of a professional 
school.” 


Dr. Essex, superintendent of 
the Akron (Ohio) schools and im- 
mediate past president of the 
AASA, predicted ‘‘the whole struc- 
ture of American education will 
go up with this administrative 
program.”’ 


One of the association's major 
concerns, said Roderick F. Mc- 
Phee, executive assistant of the 
Committee for the Advancement 
of School Administration, AASA, 
is the number of universities of- 
| fering training for school admin- 
istrators.

800 superintendents § are 
needed each year in the United 
States,”” he explained. ‘This is 
an obvious duplication.”

000 per student per year, Harvard 
estimates $12,000), McPhee said, 
“It is a question of excellence 
versus mediocrity, and excellence 
comes high.”’

Fulton Schools Face Tax Cr1 
Plan to Appeal to Assessors 


The Fulton County Board of Ed- 
ucation is “rapidly approaching”’ 
a situation where it will have to 
appeal to the Joint Board of Tax 
Assessors for help, Supt. Paul D. 
West said Tuesday. 


This will come when the board 
uses up the last. three mills in 
taxing potential under its 25-mill 
operational tax ceiling. It used up 
1% mills this year, levying 22 
mills. 


When the 25 mills ceiling is 
reached, West said, the board will 
have to ask the assessors to be- 
gin using 70 per cent of gross 
real property vaiuations-cs-2 Dasis 
for county taxes—something the 
school board first asked for in 
1955 on the heels of a reappraisal 
of all real property in the county. 


The assessors voted then to use 
50 per cent of valuations for coun- 
ty tax purposes and 70 per cent 
for Atlanta tax purposes. 


BRED PROBLEM 


That resulted in a lower net tax 
digest for the school system and 
had a hand in creating the finan- 
cial problem looming ahead for 
the school system, West said. 
And the problem isn’t an imag- 
inary one. It’s real and “rapidly 
approaching,” says Dr. West. He 
said that the growth of the tax 
digest—and the increased revenue 
this provides—is not keeping pace 
with the 1,300-1,600 annual enrol- 
ment increase in the school sys- 
tem. 


Revenue increase from the di- 
gest increase, West emphasized, is 
“just a drop in the bucket,’’ and 
is “completely out of proportion 
to the number of additional chil- 
dren we have to provide for each 
year.”

The doctors, there- 
fore, did not know which of the 
preparations they were dispens- 
ing nor did the patients know 
what medication they received. 


The results of these elaborate 
studies showed that neither. the 
vitamin C nor the bioflavonoids 
prevented colds nor had any ef- 
fect in altering the course of 
the common cold. 


The Food and Nutrition 
Board of the National Academy 
of Sciences—National Research 
Council recommends that we 
should have from 70 to 75 mil- 
ligrams. of vitamin C each day. 
But an extra amount of the vi- 
tamin cannot be stored by the 
body and is simply excreted. 
You don’t need vitamin C pills 
under normal circumstances. 
You'll meet your vitamin C 
needs if you include a good 
source of vitamin C, such as the 
citrus fruits, in your diet daily. 


Good food habits are impor- 
tant when you are well but even 
more so when extra stress is 
placed on you by _ infection.

C every day whether you're in 
tip-top shape or nursing a cold.

Very often, one person’s skin is 
sensitive to some substance that 
has no effect on another person’s 
— dyes, soaps, fabrics, powders, 
deodorants. Soaps are very im- 
portant at times. Mrs. J. F. G. 
also commented that she custom- 
arily wears black slips. Perhaps 
she,’ unlike most people, may be 
sensitive to dark dyes. Wearing 
white slips for a few weeks might 
solve the problem.

Ed Murrow ran into this sort 
of public adulation recently 
when he was in Atlanta to film 
the “Who Speaks for the 
South?’ “documentary which was 
exhibited on Channel 5 last Fri- 
day. Crowds gathered at the 
State capitol to watch Murrow 
film an interview with Gov. 
Vandiver and many TV fans 
went up to Murrow and asked

Margin 
Cut Could 
Start Rise 


By JACK LEFLER 
NEW YORK (AP)—The stock 
market needs a dynamic news de- 
velopment—such as a reduction in 


margin requirements—to push it 


up, the Fitch Survey, a financial 
analyst, said Tuesday. 


Fitch pointed out that there is 
a strong overhead supply of stock 
in the Dow Jones industrial aver- 
age range between 625 and 630 
which so far has proved a barrier 
to further advance. 


MAYBE 50% 


There has been much talk re- 
cently that the Federal Reserve 
Board is on the verge of cutting 
the current margin of 90 per cent 
to 70 per cent and perhaps even 
to 50. Margin is the amount of 
money a buyer has to put up to 
purchase stock. 


Fitch feels that an early mar- 
gin reduction might add fuel to 
the market’s attempt to make 
further progress. Records show 
that a drop in margin require- 
ments has been followed by a fall 
in the market and then a rise. 


EXPECTS CUT 


“However,” it adds, ‘“‘there is 
no doubt that the Federal Reserve 
is also considering the effect of 
too large a cut in margin require- 
ments on market trading and 
speculation. 


“The considered opinion is that 
if any cut does materialize, it will 
be of a minor nature.” 


Fitch finds the market in an 
anticipatory frame of mind and 
believes that with the slightest 
encouragement it could advance 
substantially. 


Consolidation Time 


Standard & Poor’s Corp. com- 
mented that the fast-changing 
tempo of international events and 
the tenor of business news suggest 
that the market may need more 
time to consolidate its position be- 
fore advancing. 

“The market may move ir- 
regularly for a while with the 
combination of emphasis on 
growth and defensive issues its 
most striking aspect,” the analyst 
said. 


“With much of the rolling busi- 
ness adjustments completed, how- 
ever, it does not appear to be 
seriously vulnerable and it should 
give a better. performance this 
summer.”’ 


Steel Output 


Seen as Lowest 


Since Nov. 9 


NEW YORK (#—Steel produc- 
tion this week will slump to the 
lowest level since the week of 
Nov. 9, the American Iron & 
Steel Institute said Tuesday. 


The institute said operations 
are scheduled this week at 61.9 
per cent of capacity, calculated to 
produce 1,765,000 tons of steel. 
Last week’s operating .rate was 
65.6 per cent. 


sThousands of steel workers are 
out of jobs in some sections. Stee] 
officials expect the situation to 
get worse before it gets better. 


In a few areas the cutbacks 
have been severe. Operations in 
the Youngstown, Ohio, . district 
this week are the lowest since 
the great depression of the 1930s. 


In the week started Nov. 9 
operations were at 45.6 per cent 
of capacity and production totaled 
1,291,000 tons. 


The lowest operating percentage 
in the 1957-58 recession was 47.1 
per cent in the week started 
April 21. Production. amounted 
to 1,280,000 tons. 


Annual steel capacity now is 
148,570,970 tons. It was 147,633,670 


tons last year, 140,742,570 tons in 
1958 and 133,459,150 tons in 1957.

Statistics Didn’t Do 
Justice to U.S. Housing 


By STERLING F. GREEN 


WASHINGTON (?)\—The country has been building 
substantally more housing for years than government 
statistics have indicated, the Census Bureau announced 


Tuesday. 


The bureau initiated a drastical- 
ly revised system of counting new 
home starts. It showed that 1,- 
553,100 new dwellings were begun 
last year, 13 per cent more than 
the 1,378,500 officially reported. 


CONSIDERABLY GREATER 


Thus the 1959 construction, as 
now computed, was considerably 
greater than what has been reck. 
oned as the country’s biggest 
housing year, 1950. Actually, the 
1950 figure of 1,396,000 apparent- 
ly also was a major. under- 
statement. 


The bureau, which assumed re- 
sponsibility for housing statistics 
last July, said the federal figures 
have been understating actual res- 
idential building for 10 to 20 years 
or more, and in some years by 
a greater margin than in 1959. 


175,000 STARTED 


About 175,000 dwellings started 
last year were not counted and 
reported. The only other year for 
which even a rough comparison 
is available so far’ is 1956, for 
which the undercount was esti- 
mated at about 20 per cent, or 
roughly 220,000 homes. 


April new home starts totaled 
117,700 city and farm dwellings by 
the new counting technique, the 
bureau said. 


The old technique would have 
shown 110,400 starts. 


REPORTS OF PERMITS 


The old system, as developed 
and used by the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, relied heavily on re- 
ports of building permits issued. 


The new technique relies heav- 
ily on samplings of actual con- 
struction across the country. It 
thus shows a surprisingly large 
number of dwellings built without 
permits, both in areas where per- 
mits are equired and where they 
are not. 


Alaska and Hawaii now are in- 
cluded for the first time, but this 
represents only about one-half of 
one per cent of the increase. 


The new series includes season- 
al and resort housing as well as 
year-round houses and  apart- 
ments. Some dwellings which 
were not previously counted be- 
cause of their low value are now 
included. The bureau will tabulate 
all values and levels of quality.

2 Objections 
To Plumbing

Dropped were requirements that 
dealers register with the city all 
appliances sold, and the restric- 
tion of installation of hot water 
heaters to journeymen plumbers. 


Sims said the new code will per- 
mit “‘any qualified person’ to 
install a hot water permit after 
he gets a $1.25 permit from the 
city. Then, to insure safety, each 
heater installation will be inspect- 
ed by the city plumbing depart- 
ment, Sims said. 


Sims hailed the new code as “a 
wonderful improvement.” 


The code will be presented to 
the aldermanic sewer and sani- 
tation committee June 27, and 
then to the full aldermanic board 
in July for adoption.

Kor Industry, Seminar Finds

The search for industry for 
Georgia communities has created 
a spirit of “‘togetherness” among 


|} city, county and state officials 


heretofore rather rare in the 
state’s political subdivisions. 


This new cooperative spirit was 
brought out Tuesday in panel dis- 
cussions at the Georgia Ifdustrial 
Seminar — a study course on at- 
tracting industry, sponsored by 
the Association of County Com- 
missioners of Georgia, the Geor- 
gia Department of Commerce, the 
Georgia Municipal Assn., and the 
Georgia State Chamber of Com- 
merce. 


For instance: T- Harley Harper, 
chairman of the Coosa Valley 
Planning and Development Assn. 
of Northwest Georgia, objected to 
the word “Trade” in the title of 
one panel discussion: ‘Trade 
Area Cooperation of New Indus- 
try.” 


“I’ve been connected with the 
Chamber of Commerce, and if 
you go into some of these smaller 
communities to get cooperation 
and that word ‘trade’ is stuck in 
the title of your proposition, they 
all think you are just drumming 
up = merchandising deal for 
the nédrest big city,”” Harper ex- 
plained. “‘Emphasize the words 
‘area’ and ‘development’.”’ 


For instance: Thomas G. 
Moore, executive director of the 
Columbus Chamber of Commerce, 
said that economic stabilization of 
a whole area was the only route 
to a healthy growth of a com- 
munity. “‘The city is still the cul- 
tural and trading center of the 
surrounding towns. It cannot have 
healthy growth with ‘dead’ areas 
all around,’’ he pointed out. 


County lines were described as 
“political divisions only’’—trade 
and industry is interested in area 
development, not county lines or 
city limits. This was brought out 
by Fred Starr, regional represent- 
ative of the Georgia Power Com- 
pany’s community development 
division in Rome. 


The open or closed school ques- 
tion reared up at the meeting 
when H. McKinley Conway, At- 
lanta development expert and pub- 
lisher of ‘Industrial Develop- 
ment’’ magaine, said ‘“‘Alert busi- 
nessmen (in other states) are 
watching us to see what we are 
going to do. . . . They told me 
confidentially that the mere men- 
tion of school closings would be 
enough to drive industry away,” 
he continued. 


On the subject of labor unions, 
George Whitelatch, senior re- 
search scientist, industrial de- 
velopment branch of Georgia 
Tech, said: “‘A community will 
miss a lot of opportunities if it is 
determined to keep all unions out. 
Each case must be decided on its 
own merits. There are such things 
as good unions, you know.” 


Eugene Yates, Georgia Power 
Co. vice president: ‘“‘Well, it is 
up to the company in the final 
analysis, anyway. Many indus- 
trialists have had unions for years 
and consider them an asset-”’ 

McKinley Conway: “The indus- 
trialist is looking for an honest 
day’s work for a day’s pay.” 


Then the panel agreed that most 
plants moving to Georgia were 
looking for union-free towns. 


One money question was taxes— 
discussed at length in both places. 
Consensus: A move toward tax 
equalization among Georgia coun- 
ties is desired to get industry lo- 
cated here. 


“High millage will scare a po- 
tential industry off before you can 
explain about the low appraisals,”’ 
one panelist said.

All major 
industries reported larger deliv- 
eries except steel and building 
materials. 


In the durable goods, the con- 
tinued decline in sales of steel and 
other primary metals approxi- 
mately offset higher deliveries of 
machinery and some other prod- 
ucts. Shipments of soft goods 
manufacturers rose 2 per cent. 


New orders placed with manu- 
facturers in April were at about 
the same rate as in March. A 
small decline in incoming business 
for durable items was offset by 
an increase in non-durable goods. 


The book value of manufactur- 
ers’ inventories /rose 300 million 
dollars in April, about half the
